The Fire the Result o« an Explosion th»

A Foot That Nxds No Explanation. 
WICHITA, Kan., Nov. S.—Gov. Lew

Oauiod by an Expiation. 


HAVANA, Nov. 3.—The steamship City 


of Alexandria, belonging to the New 
York & Cuba Steamship Co., from Hav- 
ana and Matanzas for New York, has 
been burned off Cojumara. The news 
was brought to this .city early yester- 
day morning, when a small boat in 
which were the second officer and 
eleven other persons from the City of 
Alexandria entered the harbor and re- 
ported the loss of the steamer. They 
say that an explosion occurred Wednes- 
day afternoon on board the steamer, 
and 
that 
shortly alter 
she was 


burning fiercely. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is unknown. The fire gamed 
•uch headway that Capt. Hoffman saw 
it would be impossible to save the ves- 
sel, and orders ware given to abandon 
the ship. The steamer had 400 hops- 
heads of rum on board, and this, when 
It caught fire, oaused Immense masses 
of flame to asoend from the hatch - 
Hays, the hatches having been blown 


Tha Fir* Alarm Sound«a. 


There was great excitement on 


board, but the officers soon succeeded 
in restoring order. As soon as the 
fire alarm was sounded, the crew went 
to their flre stations, and the stewards 
began to carry provisions to the boats. 
There was comparatively little sea 
running, and but allg>ht difficulty was 
experienced in lowering away the 
boats, when the ball forward tolled the 
«ienal "abandon Hie ship." The scene 
of the burning of the steamer was 
only twenty-five miles from Havana, 
and the officer in command of the boat 
had little fear of not reaching that 
port or some other place along the 
coast. 


Tumped Into the Sea and Drowned. 
In the first momeut of tlie fire s>ev- 


ejal men are said to have jumped into 
the sea. Those who arrived in the 
small boat, yesterday morning, said 
that sixty had been drowned, many of 
them through the upsetting of a boat. 
Later reports, however, show that 
none of the small boats upset, andthut 
many of those at first reported as lost 
reached Bacurana in safety. The 
num- 


ber of persons drowned is now believed 
to be thirty-four or thirty-five. 
Among- 


them were Ilerr Libenger, a cabin pas- 
senger, and several Cuban stevedores 


When tlie news of the disaster reached 


here a number of tugs were sent to the 
burning steamer to render what as- 
sistance they could. Two of these tugs 
returned yesterday afternoon, bring- 
ing nineteen survivors from the vessel. 


The Burned Steamer. 


The City of Alexandria was one of 


the fostestand largest of the American 
ships employed in the West India trade. 
She was of iron, screw steamer, of 3,480 
tons burden. She was 30V feet long, 38 
feet beam and SO feet depth of hold. 
She was built in 1879 by John Roach & 
Sons, of Chester, Pa. Her engines 
were of the compound type, the cylin- 
ders measuring43x78 and 42x54.

brace ' the calabash 


Poi is a dish that must long remain 


peculiar to the Hawaiian islands—al 
ways, in fact, unless some means are 
contrived for preserving taro so that it 
will stand export. Poi Is made from 
taro, a root resembling the turnip. It 
grows in the water, with n large, hand- 
some, greon leaf, and it is almost, 
tasteless. There is also an upland 
taro cultivated in the mountains by 
the natives which has a more de- 
cided taste, and which, as I learned 
to my cost on tasting it ,raw, bites the 
throat like horseradish. The low taro' 
is the chief vegetable in the island, and 
in early days constituted the native's 
principal crop. When cooked it as- 
sumes a mottled gray and white ap- 
pearance very like the lava rock that, 
abounds every where in the islands. The 
process of manufacturing the poi is' 
quite a lengthy one. A great hole is.' 
dug in the ground, and into this thej 
taro roots are placed around piles of] 
hot stones. The earth is then heaped! 
over the place und the taro left to) 
steam. When the taro is thoroughly 
cooked, which operation often takes' 
several hours, the roots are dug out] 
again, peeled, and put intoa huge stone 
receptacle, in which they are pounded; 
toapu'lp. This work is performed by; 
the men. It is an arduous task, and: 
on a hot day (and nearly all days are! 
hot on the islands) the pounding of poii 
ia a scene over which it is desirable to( 
draw a veil. The poi plunder not only I 
earns his bread by the sweat of hfel 
ibrow, but mixes it as well largely with' 
that fluid. 
The "poi of commerce" is now made 


by tmachinery. 
The" natives, 
how->, 


ever, still make their own. When! 
the mass is thoroughly beaten andi 
smooth it is mixed with water to thei 
proper consistency, about like good] 
'thick paste, strained through a coarse' 
eloth, and set away for two or three1 
Idays, until it begins to ferment, when 
kt is ready to be eaten. It then tastes1 
i little like buttermilk, and is very nn- 
'tritious and wholesome. The natives 
eat it by the gallon. Give the average 
native a big pot of poi, half a dozen 
raw fish, and a bottle of gin, and you 
'.may have the kingdom and the rest of 
!the earth as well. He will squat upon 
the ground, break the head oft one of 
'the fish, take a bite from its raw side, 
pack it in a mouthful of poi, and wash 
he whole down with a swallow of gin, 
and repeat the process until all have 
disappeared. 


Singularly enough, revolting as this 


sounds, the actual scene is far from be- 
ing disgusting. 1 have watched a do«n 
natives feeding thus, all dipping poi 
from the same calabash, and seen less 
dainty and cleanly table manners in 
many" a baclr^ood-, hotel in tin- states. 
Why should we swallow a raw oyster 
without winking and shiver at the 
thought of raw fish is one of the mys- 
teries of a-stlw-tics few can solve.—San 
l-rancisco Call
